BIDDLE SAYS PRESIDENT 
AS NATION'S WAR COM- 
WANDER, SUPREME 


WASHINGTON,

Attorney General Biddle, discuss- 
ing the validity of the military 
commission established by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to try eight alleged 
Nazi saboteurs, told the supreme 
court today that the president could 
not be made answerable to It while 
acting as commander In chief of 
the nation's armed forces. 


He expressed this view In re- 
sponse to a question by Justice 
Jackson while arguing in opposition 
to a petition by seven of the eight 
Nazis who camij from Germany 
by submarine for a writ which 
•would take them out of the cus- 
tody of the military commission 
before which they are on trial for 
their lives. 
The central issue before the 
court is the contention of counsel 
for the prisoners that a presiden- 
tial proclamation denying them 
the use of the civil courts and or- 
dering a military trial IE "totally 
invalid and unconstitutional." 
While Biddle was discussing this, 
Justice Jackson asked the attor- 
ney general whether 
the court 
would have "anything to say about 
it" if the president of the United 
States violated the law while acting 
as commander In chief.

ed that only through a unified ef- 
fort on the part of the entire na- 
tion together with plenty of fight-' 
ing can the war be won.

In Charge of Supplies. 


Commander Montgomery was at-

He granted a declaratory judg- 


ment asked by the American Man- 
ufacturing company of Fort Worth 
which brought court action to de- 
termine its rights under military 
and naval contracts of a secret na- 
ture. 
The defendants were representa- 


tives of the National Labor Rela- 
tions board and the International 
Association of Machinists (AFL.) 


"The court realizes, the opinion

While traveling

He was the outstand- 
ing man of the city, and when he 
felt called to move on to 
Canaan 


the people Insisted that he remain, 
and become their king. (They evi- 
dently didn't believe in foreign 
missions!) 
"No; I have heard the Voice, 


and must go," said Abraham. 
The Urfaltes pleaded and then 


threatened. Finally they took him 
to the top of the precipitous moun- 
tain which overlooks tho city, and 
gave him the choice of remaining 
in Urfa as king, or being thrown 
down to hie death. 
"Sorry: I have heard the Voice,

vice chairman of the House For- 
eign Affairs committee, in an ad- 
dress before the Corslcana Clvltan 
club Thursday, warned that the 
v/ar will be long and hard, accom- 
panied by many hardships and 
privations.

the foreign policy of tho adminis- 
tration, declared that although he 
may have differed with President 
Roosevelt on past domestic prob- 
lems, he recognized and endorsed 
the far-sighted International poli- 
cy which he has always advocat- 
ed. He asserted' that the Informa- 
tion gleaned by the foreign service 
has been unusually accurate and 
cited an example as proof. 
He 


said that Secretary Hull, in Jan- 
uary preceding tho German at- 


tack on Russia, secured reliable 
information to this effect, 
and 


transmitted It to the Russian Am- 
bassador who refused to believe it. 
This charglned the Secretary be- 
cause he never speaks unless he a 
reasonably sure of his point, John- 
son said. 


Answering a question that has 


often arisen, Congressman John- 
con said that Cordell Hull, in a 
recent speech to the Texas delega- 
tion In Washington, said that the 
reason the United States continued 
to supply Japan with gasoline and 
scrap metal immediately prior to 
the war was that the 
American 


navy waa unprepared to go to war. 
This appeasement had to continue 
until our forces was strong enough 
to challenge the Japanese, Johnson 
said, adding that Japan was the 
only nation America sought to ap- 
pease and was the first nation to 
attack us. In this connection, he 
quoted a statement 
by General 


George C. Marshall in which the 
chief of staff expressed the belief 
that given three more weeks, the 
United States would have beer. 
Sufficiently prepared to save the 
Philippines. 
The Japanese 
knew 


this, and together with the urging 
of Germany, they struck, he said. 
Lauds Fighting Spirit. 


The speaker lauded the fighting 


spirit of the American forces In 
the Pacific area, declaring that he 
was proud of the fact that wher- 
ever the forces of the United States 
have met the Japanese on anything 
approaching an equal level, they 
have defeated them overwhelming- 
ly. He also praised the part Texas 
has played in the struggle 
and 


cited a statement, by Lord Halifax, 
made when he returned to Canada 
after a visit to Texas, in which 
he declared that the United Na 
lions would win the war because 
"Texas was in It." 


Congressman Johnson recalled a 


recent comment by Secretary of 
State Hull on the possible length 
of the war. The speaker said that 
Hull was of the opinion that tho

shal Semeon Timoshenko's veter- 
ans for the supreme task. 
Red army men and plane! were 


reported to hava struck success- 
fully at nazl detachments crossing 
the lower Din In the Tslmlyanck 
area, half way between Rostov and 
Stalingrad, destroying TOO German 
officers and men, 17 tanks 11 guns 
and 27 machine-guns. 


But field reports indicated the 
tide had still to turn In the far- 
flung fight for the trans-Caucasus, 
the lower Volga and the western 
shore of the Caspian sea. 


The communist party newspa- 
per Pravda declared, however, that 
Germany was throwing her last re- 
sources Into the offensive and 
said "It is necessary to understand 
that we cannot retreat." 
"The enemy i« not so strong as 
he appears to some scared panic- 
mongers," the newspaper said. 
A Pravda dispatch reported that 
German tanks were attacking in 
wavs of 40 to SO within ths Don 
Bend, where the country offers no 
natural obstacle to maneuver. Red 
army men were reported to have 
destroyed 123 tanks in one sec- 
tor.The Soviet information bureau 
announced last midnight that So- 
viet tanks and Infantry had routed 
the vanguard of a German force 
southwest of Kletskaya, itself 80 
miles northwest of Stalingrad, but 
the mid-day bulletin Indicated a 
subsequent nazl recovery with a 
report of fierce battles "south of 
Kletskaya." 
"All attempts by the Germans 
to wedge Into our defenses fail- 
ed," the mid-day communique said. 
"In one sector one of our tank 
units attacked and destroyed 30 
German tanks and several hundred 
officers and m«m." 
Captives were quoted by Pravda 


as telling Red Army officers that 
the Geramns were forced to move 
units from other sectors of the 
front for the Don basin offensive. 
"In the Batalsk area heavy fight- 
Ing is going on," the information 
bureau said. "The 
enemy 
has 
launched several attacks and ad- 
vanced In separate sectors." 
More than 300 miles to the north, 
Russian troops overcame German 
resistance and advanced In several 
sectors of the Voronezh area 
on 
the upper Don, it was announced. 
A nazi ammunition dump was re- 
ported seized in the recapture of a 
Voronezh front settlement.

gantic seven-day-old battle was

Front-line dispatches said Mar- 
shal Semeon Timoshenko was rush-

sive. 


A mid-day bulletin from Soviet 
headquarters Indicated that the 
Germans, hurling wavn of 40 to 
50 tanks Into a series of attacks, 
had gained some ground 
In 
the 
Kletskaya sector, 80 miles north- 
west of Stalingrad, but th« com- 
munique added: 


"All attempts by the Germans to 
drive wedges Into our defenses fail- 
ed."Russians Holding Doggedly. 


This indicated that the Russians 
were doggedly holding their lines 
Intact, slowly yielding where nec- 
essary, and frustrating the Nazi 
tactics of encirclement and anni- 
hilation. 


Soviet troops were credited with 
destroying 123 tanks and killing 
4,000 Germans in a half a dozen en- 
gagements within the last 38 hours. 
On the far southern front, where 


Gen. Fedor Von Bock's armies are 
striking toward the Caucasus oil 
treasures, the Russians conceded 
fresh German gains in the Bataisk 
sector, 15 miles below Rostov-On- 
Don. 


"Heavy fighting is going on," a 
Soviet communique said, referring 
to this region. "The enemy has 
launched several attacks and ad- 
vanced In separate sectors. 


Nazis Claim Town Captured. 
A bulletin from Nazi field head- 
quarters declared German troops 
had stormed and captured the town 
of Proletarskaya, 100 miles below 
the lower Don, thereby cutting the 
last direct rail line to the Caucasus 
oil .fields. Oil may still be shipped, 
however, up the Caspian Sea to the 
rail-river city of Astrakhan on the 
Volga. 


The reported advance to Prolet- 
arskaya meant that the Germans 


• had now swept 100 miles southeast 
' beyond Rostov In their drive to the 
Caspian, and the speed of the thrust 
across the Steppes indicated that 
they were metting little opposition. 
Proletarskaya is 175 miles south- 
west of Stalingrad. 
, 


Dispatches to Red Star.fth* Sov- 
iet army newspaper, emphasized 
the gravity of the situation, declar- 
ing; 


"Only by a self-sacrificing strug- 
gle will we hold the enemy from 
the south." 
RAF Bombs Steel Center. 
While the Russians fought des- 
perately to stem the Nazi steam- 
roller, British warplanes attacked 
Germany for the seventh time in 
10 nights, heavily pounding the big 
•steel manufacturing center of Saar- 
bruecken in the heart of the great 
Soar Valley coal fields. Nine RAF 
planes were listed as missing. 
German night raiders countered 
with widely separated attacks on 
the British Isles, dropping a few 
bombs on greater London for the 
first time since June 3, striking at 
Birmingham In the industrial mid- 
lands and East Anglla. Seven of 
the raiders were shot down. 
In the battle of Egypt. British 
headquarters reported that land 
operations were again limited to 
minor patrol skirmishes and artill- 
ery fire, while dust storms restrict- 
ed aerial activity. 


Axis warplanes raided Cairo this 
morning, killing one person and in- 
flicting slight property damage. 
Air-raid alarms also sounded in the 
Suez Canal area and elsewhere in 
Egypt. 


Filling Hotels With Wounded- 
NEW YORK, July 
30.—(Jpj—Pri- 
vate advices reaching New York 
from Europe today said the Ger- 
mans for the first time have 
barred resort towns along Lake 
Constance to vacationers and wera 
filling up some of the big hotels 
with wounded from the eastern 
front.
